80. (previously presented) The method of claim 76 wherein the antibody is a 
monoclonal antibody. 

8 1 . (previously presented) The method of claim 76 wherein said antibody is a human 
antibody. 

82. (previously presented) The method of claim 76 wherein said antibody is a 
humanized antibody. 

83. (previously presented) The method of claim 76 wherein said antibody is a 
chimeric antibody. 

84. (previously presented) The method of claim 61 wherein said fragment is a Fv, 
Fab, Fab', or F(ab')2 fragment.
